Mr Tutet, in a fhort fpeech, recommended the 
propriety of rewarding thofe perfous who had per- 
formed fervices, and mentioned, that he alluded to 
thofe gentlemen who had acted as a Committee on 
the fhop-tax ; therefore he moved the four follow- 
ing refolutions, viz. 

Refolved unanimoufly, That this Court doth re- 


together with all the other members ofthe Honour- 
able Houfe of Commons, who, in fupport of jultice, 
joined their able and zealous exertions to obtain the 
defired relief for a particular edie of perfoas, 
(partially felected) from fo unequal and oppreflive a 
burthen. 

Refolved unanimoufly, That this Court is a 
fenfible of the obligation the people are under to Mr 
Alderman Skinnér, and the relt of the Committee 
of {hopkeepers, for their exemplary attention on the 
above bufinefs, and particularly to Mr William 
Stock of Ludgate-hill, and Mr David Jennings of 
Fenchurch-{treet, for their able and fub{tantial evi- 
dence given at the bar of the Houfe of Commons, 
proving the impoflibility of the fhopkeepers reimbur- 
fing themfelves on the confumers, and conceivable 
to fome perfons only, who, from their fuperior fta- 
tions in life, are unacquainted with the nature and 
fituation of trade. 

Refolved, That the modification propofed by the 
Miniter, in the new fhop-tax bill, cannot be conti- 
dered as an amendment, whilft the principle in the 
act remains to eftablifh partial taxation, and the 
weight thereof falling upon the metropolis, inftead 
of giving relief, feems to be not the moft gracious 
return for unlimited confidence. 

Tie firft and fecond refolutions were agreed to 
without any oppofition. 

The third refolation was amended by Mr Alder- 
man Hammet, who itruck out the words of the o- 
riginal motion from the Hou/e of Comuons to the 
end, and fubftituted the words which now {ftand. 
The original words ftated, that the fhopkeepers had 
‘* experienced” the burthen of the tax, &c. The 
truth was, he faid, the tax had not yet been paid, 
and therefore the words ‘* experience,” &c. were 
improper. The words fubjtitated left an opening, 
he thought, for an application to Parliament next 
year, which he believed would be fuccefsful. Mr 
Pitt, by that time, would be convinced of the im- 
propriety of his tax, and would give it up. 

Sir Wathia Lewes fapported the amendment. 

Me Adderagn Newnham treated thé idea of Iea- 
ving an opening for an application next year as a de- 
ception. 

Mr Dornford thought the firft line of the refolu- 
tion ungrammatical ; he wifhed to correé& the bad 
Englith of it. The word he objected to was is. The 
refolution began, “ ‘That this Court és traly fenfi- 
ble,” &c. and it ought to be, ** That this Court are 
truly fenfible,”? &c. 

His objection was over-ruled. 

The fourth refolution occafioned a debate of fome 
length. 

Mr Aldermag Hammet moved to leave out the 
words at the end, via. ** not the moft gracious re- 
turn for ualimited confidence.” He faid the words 
contained fuch a fting upon the Minifter, as would 
tend to irritate him, and might, through refentment, 
make him adhere to the tax; whereas, if no fuch 
harth expreilion was ufed, he. might in time be in- 
duced to repeal the tax. 

Sir Watkin Lewes was of the fume opinion. 

Mr Merry approved of the words. He thought 
them the moft proper that could be ufed. ‘The words 
were ftrictly and fully juttified by the fat. The 
Minifter had treated the citizens ungratefully. The 
Committee on the fhop-tax had waited upon him, 

and had {tated to him the impolicy, the inju tice, 
and oppreflion of the tax. His firft anfwer was, 
that they might lay it upon the confumer ; and when 
it was made indifputably clear to him, that the fhop- 
keeper had no fuch power, and when the hardthip 
and the burthen were fo univerfally pointed out to 
him, that they muit fall entirely upon the fhopkeep- 
er, the only reply he made was, ‘* That he was not 
convinced.”

Sir Watkin Lewes was extremely furprifed at this 
language from Mr Merry, confidering the very gra- 
cious manner in which he (Mr Merry) had been 
The continuation of the 
fhop-tax, he believed, was owing to the violence 
and intemperance of Mr Merry*s conduct... He had 
talked with feveral members of Parliament, who, be- 
fore that act of violence committed by Mr Merry, 
(the throwing the Commiffioners books, &c. off the 
huftings laft fummer) were againft the fhop tax, but 
who had, from that circumftance,, changed their o- 
pinion.
